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M.O.H.’s  Report  for  the  year  1936 


The  M.O.H.  is  Rowland  Jones,  D.P.H., 
Lon.  The  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Ivlor 
George. 

No  District  Nurse  has  been  appointed. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  19,812  acres. 
The  estimated  population,  2070,  giving  abcut 
1 person  to  every  10  acres.  Thus  the  area 
is  very  sparsely  populated,  much  of  the  area 
being  mountain  land. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  621, 
giving  an  average  of  3.5  persons  to  eacli 
house. 

A penny  rate  in  the  pound  brings  in  only 
£24. 

The  industry  of  the  area  is  practically 
wholly  agriculture. 

There  are  a considerable  number  of  men 
out  of  work  owing  to  the  closing  of  quarries 
and  fewer  men  employed  on  the  land. 

Births. — There  were  18  live  births  during 
the  year,  only  half  as  much  as  the  previous 
year,  giving  a birth  rate  of  9 per  1,000. 

It  must  be  pointed  out  that  so  many  of 
our  young  people  migrate  out  of  the  area. 

No  still  births  were  reported. 

No  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year. 

Deaths. — There  were  31  deaths  in  the  area 
— 14  males  and  17  females,  giving  a death 
rate  of  15  per  1,000  higher  than  the  birth 
rate  which  was  9 per  1,000.  As  peviously 
pointed  out  this  was  due  to  the  large  num- 
ber of  old  persons  in  the  area. 

Of  the  31  deaths  24  were  over  60 : 19  of 
these  were  over  70,  of  these  8 over  80,  and 
20  lived'  to  be  over  90. 

No  deaths  took  place  from  puerperal 
causes.  No  deaths  took  place  from  measles, 
whooping  cough  or  diarrhoea.  Two  deaths 
from  cancer. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  in  regard  to 
(a)  Laboratory;  (b)  Ambulance;  (c)  Nurs- 
ing or  Hospital;  id)  There  are  no  Treat- 
ment Centres. 

Water. — There  has  been  a super-abundance 
of  this  commodity  during  the  year,  but  we 
must  remember  the  drought.  The  supply  to 
Hermon  and  Glogue  has  not  yet  been  in- 
augurated. Also  Glandwr  and  Blaenffos  are 
waiting  for  a supply.  The  Bwlchygroes 
supply  is  quite  adequate. 

A scheme  for  the  sewrage  of  Crymmych 
has  now  been  practically  passed.  This  has 
been  required  for  a long  time,  but  the 


question  of  cost  has  retarded  the  carrying 
out  of  the  scheme. 

The  Taf  at  Crymmych  is  polluted  by  ditch 
by  G.W.R.  loilv  surface  water  from  road 
and  other  filth  being  thrown  into  a deep, 
semi-stagnant  ditch. 

The  Schools. — These  have  all  been  found 
to  be  in  a good  sanitary  condition.  Bwlch- 
ygroes, Glandwr  and  Hermon  Schools  are 
still  without  a proper  water  supply. 

Housing  Section  D.  and  Section  E. — These 
are  given  in  the  Inspector’s  Report  for  the 
■whole  area  ais  one  unit. 

Section  F. — This  area  has  been  free  from 
infectious  (notifiable)  during  the  year. 

Influenza  was  very  prevalent  at  the  end 
of  1936  and'  the  beginning  of  1937. 

Two  cases  of  pneumonia  were  the  only 
notifiable  diseases,  and  one  of  diphtheria. 

Tuberculosis. — No  action  has  been  re- 
quired under  the  Public  Health  Regulations 
1925.  New  cases  of  tubercolisis  reported 
during  the  year  were — 1 male  65  upwards, 
1 female  25,  1 female  35 — 3. 

Two  deaths — 1 of  man  65,  respiratory ; 1 
of  boy  15,  renal. 

Two  deaths  took  place  from  cancer — one  of 
breast  and  one  of  rectum. 

For  the  information  of  the  Board  of 
Health : — 

SILICOSIS. 

Although  the  quarry  at  Y Garnwen  is  situ- 
ated outside  the  area  many  of  the  employees 
live  in  the  area.  The  quarry  is  cut  into  an 
intrusion  of  diorite  containing  a high  per- 
centage of  Silica.  There  is  always  a cloud 
of  dust  around'  the  breaking  machine.  I am 
of  opinion  that  a fine  spray  of  water  playing 
on  the  breaking  machine  would  ameliorate 
matters.  I am  informed  that  the  same  con- 
dition occurs  at  the  Trefgarn  Quarries. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  advice  to  the 
Board  of  Health  I would  point  out  that  the 
West  Cambrian  Electric  Supply  are  making 
no  effort  to  extend  electricity  to  the  area 
in  spite  of  the  promises  of  the  ministers  of 
a supply  to  every  holding. 

Proper  lighting  of  the  houses  is  a very 
important  item  to  public  health.

Medical  Officer  of  Health  s Report  for  1936. 


I beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1936  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and 
administration  of  the  seventeen  parishes 
comprising  the  St.  Dogmells  Division  of  the 
Cemaes  Rural  District  in  the  County  of  Pem- 
broke. 

SECTION  A. 

STATISTICS. 

The  following  statistics  are  for  the  whole 
Cemaes  Rural  Area  and  not  for  the  St.  Dog- 
mells Division  alone : — 

Population. — 9.072. 

Number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to 
the  ratebook — 2943. 

Rateable  value — £16,727. 

Sum  represented  by  penny  rate — £71 
13s.  8d. 

The  chief  occupation  or  industry  is  almost 
entirely  agriculture. 

Births. — One  hundred  and  fourteen  births 
were  registered  during  the  year — 60  males 
and  54  females  (seven  illegitimate,  all 
females),  giving  a birth-rate  of  12.56  per 
1000,  which  is  2.3  less  than  the  birth-rate  of 
England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period. 

Still  Births. — Twelve  still  births  were  reg- 
istered viz.,  6 males  (one  illegitimate),  and 
6 females. 

Deaths. — One  hundred  and  sixty  six  deaths 
were  registered  during  the  year  (72  males 
and  94  females),  giving  a death-rate  of  18.3 
per  1000,  compared  with  12.1  per  1000  for 
England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Thirteen  infants  died 
under  one  year,  viz.,  ten  males  and  three 
females  (one  illegitimate),  giving  a death-rate 
of  114.04  per  1000  births.  This  is  a very  high 
figure  compared  with  that  of  England  and 
Wales,  which  is  59  per  1000  for  the  same 
period.  No  apparent  cause  can  be  found  for 
this  high  mortality  rate. 

Deaths  from  Puerperal  Causes. — Puerperal 
Fever,  nil.  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  2. 

Chief  causes  of  Deaths. — The  following 
were  the  chief  causes  of  death : Digestive 

Diseases,  2 acute  and  chronics  nephritis,  8; 
chrouic  debility,  premature  birth,  etc.,  7; 
senility,  9 ; suicide  1 ; other  violence  5 ; other 
defined  diseases,  15 ; undefined  diseases,  1 ; 


fluenza,  6;  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory 
system,  5;  other  tuberculous  diseases,  2; 
syphilis,  1 ; cancer,  21. 

cerebral  hsemorrhage,  22;  diabetes,  3;  heart 
disease,  42;  other  circulatory  diseases,  5; 
bronchitis,  4;  pneumonia  (all  forms),  4;  cir- 
hossis  of  liver,  1;  whooping  cough,  2;  in- 

Deaths  from  Measles.- — No  deaths  were 
registered  from  measles  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough. — Two  deaths  were  regis- 
tered from  whooping  cough  during  the  year 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  this  disease  is  not 
notifiable  in  the  area,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
prevent  the  spread  during  an  epidemic.  The 
majority  of  children  do  not  receive  medical 
attention  and  attend  school  during  the  initial 
catarrhal  stage,  i.e.,  before  the  actual  whoop 
develops. 

Diar  rhoea  under  Two  years. — Deaths  regis- 
tered during  the  year,  nil. 

Unusual  or  Excessive  Mortality. — There 
was  no  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  during 
the  year  to  which  one  can  assign  any  definite 
cause.  The  death-rate  is  certainly  high  com- 
pared with  that  of  England  and  Wales;  and 
though  the  sanitary  conditions  in  certain 
parts  ofthe  area  are  deplorable,  one  cannot 
directly  connect  this  with  the  increased 
death-rate. 

General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  for 
the  Area. — The  Public  Health  Officers  of  the 
Council  are  Mr.  Arthur  Evans,  Quay  Street, 
Cardigan  (Clerk) ; Mr.  Ivor  E.  George, 
“Rising  Sun,”  near  Cardigan  (Sanitary  In- 
spector); Mr.  B.  Vaughan,  Woodville  Ter- 
race, Newport  (Water  Caretaker);  Dr.  Row- 
land Jones,  Maesyllan,  Boncath  (Medical 
Officer  of  Health  Llanfyrnach  Area,  part 
time);  and  Dr.  David  Havard,  East  View, 
Newport,  Pern.  (Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
St.  Dogmaels  Area,  part  time). 

No  changes  and  no  further  developments 
have  taken  place  in  the  area  during  the  year 
under  the  following  heads : (a)  Laboratory 

facilities ; (b)  Ambulance  facilities ; (c) 

Nursing  in  the  home;  (d)  Clinics  and  Treat- 
ment Centres;  (e)  Hospitals,  public  and  vol- 
untary. 

Midwives,  etc. — The  maternity  work  is 
carried  out  by  seven  district  nurses  practis- 
ing in  various  districts  in  the  area.  For  a 
rural  area,  the  districts  are  now  fairly  well 


served,  the  exception  being  the  parish  of 
Llanychllwydog  Apart  from  maternity, 
which  constitutes  the  greater  bulk  of  their 
work,  these  nurses  also  carry  out  school 
cleanliness  inspections,  and  are  in  attendance 
at  school  medical  inspections  and  dental 
clinics. 

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 
AREA. 

(1)  Water. — The  village  of  Tyrhos  was  pro- 
vided with  a piped  supply  of  water  from  the 
Windy  Hill  spring  during  the  year  and  an 
extension  of  the  Nevern  supply  to  the  houses 
situated  on  the  Newport  side  of  the  Nevern 
Bridge  was  also  carried  out. 

Small  improvements  to  existing  supplies 
were  also  carried  out  at  Poppit  and  Traeth- 
mawr,  Newport. 

Prospective  works  include  the  provision  of 
a piped  supply  for  Blaenffos  and  also  the 
village  of  Newchapel. 

Extensions  of  existing  supplies  need  to  be 
carried  out  in  the  Town  of  Newport  and  the 
village  of  Hinas. 

The  houses  situated  on  the  main  road  be- 
tween Crosswell  and  Brynberian  are  badly  in 
need  of  a satisfactory  supply  of  water. 

Samples  of  water  from  four  springs  pro- 
posed to  be  utilised  as  sources  for  public 
supplies  were  submitted  for  chemical  anal- 
yseSj  also  tour  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  submitted  to  a public  an- 
alyst. The  results  in  each  case  were  satis- 
f actor} . 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Sewerage 
schemes  have  now  been  prepared  for  the  town 
of  Newport  and  the  village  of  Crymmych  and 
will  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  at  an  early  date.  Five 
house-drains  in  the  village  of  St.  Dogmells 
were  connected  with  the  public  sewer  during 
the  year. 

The  Council  are  unable  to  proceed  with  the 
sewering  of  the  village  of  Ciigerran  owing  to 
the  terms  of  the  grant  received  from  the 
Unemployment  Grants  Committee;  which 
precludes  the  Council  from  alloivmg  the 
householders  to  lay  on  water  to  their  houses 
from  the  Public  water  main.  I must  add 
that  the  need  of  proper  sewerage  and  drain- 
age for  this  village  is  as  urgent  as  ever. 

2.  — Rivers  and  Streams. — During  the  year 
the  Council  caused  the  streams  passing 
through  the  town  of  Newport  and  the  village 
of  St.  Dogmells  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed. 
Householders  have  also  been  individually 
warned  both  verbally  and  by  written  notices 
not  to  deposit  refuse  of  any  kind  in  the 
brooks.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  these 
measures  will  have  the  desired  effect. 

3.  — (1)  Closet  Accommodation. — I have 
nothing  to  add  to  my  last  yearly  report  on 


this  matter.  As  St.  Dogmells  is  the  only  vil- 
lage possessing  a system  of  sewerage  it  is  only 
in  this  village  that  water  closets  are  replacing 
dry  closets  in  any  large  numbers.  Elsewhere 
the  pail  closet  is  still  in  general  use. 

(2)  Public  Cleansing. — There  have  been  no 
extensions  or  improvements  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  refuse  collection  or  disposal  during 
the  year.

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF 
FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — There  is  a marked  all- 
round improvement  in  the  conditions  under 
which  milk  is  produced  in  the  district,  par- 
ticularly wdiere  milk  is  produced  for  sale. 

Inspections  of  premises  where  milk  and  its 
products  are  produced  are  periodically  made 
and  suitable  action  taken  where  necessary. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.—  The  private 
slaughter-houses  and  bake-houses  situated  in 
the  district  are  periodically  visited. 

In  two  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  en- 
force cleanliness  to  premises  where  meat  was 
prepared  for  sale,  and  in  another  to  provide 
more  efficient  means  of  drainage  disposal. 
The  bake-houses,  with  one  exception,  were 
found  each  time  inspected  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

No  meat  or  other  food  was  condemned 
during  the  year. 

(c)  Adulteration. — No  action  is  taken  by 
my  Council  under  any  of  these  Acts  or  Regu- 
lations. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Exami- 
nation of  Food. — No  action  taken. 

(e)  Nutrition. — No  action  taken. 

(d)  Shell-fish. — We  have  no  shell-fish  beds 
or  layings  in  the  district. 

Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  and 
other  Diseases. — An  Isolation  Hospital  is 
provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is  avail- 
able lor  the  area;  but  owing  to  its  being 
situated  in  the  extreme  south  of  the  county, 
very  little  use  is  being  made  of  it  by  our 
area,  the  distance  to  be  travelled  to  get  there 
being  too  great.  Nearly  all  the  infectious 
diseases  which  occurred  in  the  area  during 
the  year  were  treated  at  the  home,  strict  in- 
structions being  given  to  the  patents  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  to  isolation,  etc., 
disinfectants  being  provided  by  the  Council  in 
necessitous  cases.  A slight  epidemic  of  diph- 
theria broke  out  in  the  parish  of  Llanych- 
llwwdog  during  the  month  of  September.  No 
direct  cause  was  found  for  this  outbreak, 
though  the  Council  School  sanitation  left 
much  to  be  desired,  a matter  which  wras  after- 
wards attended  to.  During  the  month  of 


April  an  epidemic  of  mumps  occurred  in  the 
parish  of  Moylgrove,  necessitating  the  closure 
of  the  Council  School  for  a short  period.  In 
May  an  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  occurred 
in  the  parish  of  Nevern.  This  also  necessi- 
tated the  closing  of  Nevern  Council  School 
for  a short  period. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  (other  than 
Tuberculosis). — The  following  infectious  dis- 
eases were  notified  during  the  year : Pneu- 
monia 5,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  11,  Diphtheria  7, 
Scarlet  Fever  5. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin. — Diphtheria  anti- 
toxin continues  to  be  supplied  free  by  the 
Council  to  necessitous  cases.  A fresh  supply 
can  always  be  obtained  immediately  on  ap- 
plication either  to  Mr.  Ivor  George,  the 
Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector,  or  to  Dr.  D. 
Havard,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Schick  and  Dick  Tests. — It  was  not  found 
necessary  to  apply  any  of  these  tests  during 
the  year. 

Enoephalitis  Lethargica. — No  cases  of  en- 
cephalitis lethargica  were  notified  during  the 
year. 

Deaths  from  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 
— Two  deaths  were  registered  from  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  during  the  year. 

Vaccinations. — Vaccinations  performed  by 
your  Medical  Officer  during  the  year :

Factory  Act. — Persons  examined  for  certi- 
ficates of  fitness  for  employment  in  factories 
or  workshops  during  the  year — nil. 

There  are  no  factories  of  any  importance 
in  the  area.  The  workshops  and  work  places 
were  periodically  inspected  and  found  satis- 
factory, no  serious  want  ot  cleanliness,  venti- 
lation, overcrowding  or  other  nuisances  being 
apparent. 

Cancer. — No  action  has  up  to  the  present 
been  taken  by  the  Council  to  improve  local 
facilities  for  imparting  information,  for 
diagnosis  and  for  treatment  of  this  dreaded 
disease,  and  no  use  has  been  made  of  the  in- 
creased facilities  now  provided  in  the  Na- 
tional Radium  Centres.  The  extreme  rural 
nature  of  the  area  and  the  distance  from  the 
nearest  clinics  and  centres  no  doubt  accounts 
for  this  inactivity  on  the  part  of  the  Council. 

Blindness. — No  action  was  taken  by  the 
Council  during  the  year  under  Section  66  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1935,  for  the  preven- 
tion of  blindness  or  for  the  treatment  of 


persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury 
to  the  eyes. 

Tuberculosis. — It  was  not  found  necessary 
to  take  any  action  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1925  (relating  to  persons  suffering  from  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk 
trade),  or  under  Section  62  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  1925  (relating  to  compulsory  re- 
moval to  a hospital  of  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis).
